Those who have been studying 
this situation have quite fully 
realized that the disc and one¬ 
way were being used to careless 
ly and in many of our previous 
letters this fact lias been emph¬ 
asized. From our present exper 
ience, it is evident that what 
may appear to be extreme me¬ 
asures are necessary if we are 
to avoid trouble when extreme 
conditions occur. 

Special care must be taken 
to preserve a maximum amount 
of trash over on sandy soils or 
heavy clays. These soils will not 
maintain a lumpy structure and 
so must depend entirely on veg¬ 
etable covering for protection 
against wind damage. Some will 
say as they l ead this that they 
cannot leave a trash cover on 
their fallows because they have 
so little stubble or other trash 
to leave. If this is the case, es¬ 
pecially on readily drifting soil, 
it may be very unwise to attem¬ 
pt to summer-lallow at all.

NOSE BLEEDS 

Stop those repeated nose 
bleeds before you lose your job. 
Business today demands a great 
deal if you are to keep your 
head abclve the tide and you 
cannot do this when your heal- 
| th is being undermined by fre 
quent hemorrhages from the 
nose. Often the cause and rem¬ 
edy are so simple too. A small 
blood vessel towards the front 
of the nose hursts its wall and 
bleeds for awhile. Soon it stops 
hut before it is completely heal¬ 
ed it breaks through at the 
same place again, and this may 
occur a numl)er of times. Your 
doctor can cure these nose 
bleeds by sealing off the offend¬ 
ing vessel with some form of 
cauterization. It takes but a 
short time and is usually pain¬ 
less. 

When you are faced with the 
alarming picture of blood pour¬ 
ing from the nose what are you 
to do? Well, first of all do not 
plug the nose with anything, as 
this merely causes further in¬ 
jury to the broken wall of the 
bleeding vessel. Tight pressure 
with the finger on the outside 
oi the nostril which is bleeding 
will usually control the haemorr 
bage in about five minutes. 

All nose bleeds of course are 
not due to bleeding vessels at 
thefront of the nose. Common 
causes in children are adenoids 
and foreign bodies, such as 
beads and buttons. These us¬ 
ually cannot l>e discovered ex¬ 
cept by your doctor, who also 


CONTROL OF WILD OATS BY 

DELAYED SEEDING OF 
GRAIN 

(Experimental Farms Notv) 

Durinig the years 1929 to 1934 
Reward wheat averaged 23.2 
bushels pci acre on summer- 
fallow 17.25 bushels pcx* acre on 
stubble land on an area infested 
with wild oats in the Expcrimcn 
Uil Farm at Indian Head, Sask. 
This excellent result was obtain¬ 
ed by delaying the seeding of 
wheat and destroying some of 
the wild oats before seeding. 

Reward v heat, which is an 
early maturing variety of wheat 
was seeded as late as May 25th 
with good success. This late 
seeding permitted the killing of 
a crop ol wild oat i by cultivat¬ 
ion before the Reward wheat 
was seeded. 

Shallow after-harvest cultiv¬ 
ating to encourage the germin¬ 
ation and spring cultivation to 
kill wild oats, coupled with the 
seeding of early maturing grain 
I crops, such as Reward wheat, 
is one of the most effective 
methods of controlling this 
weed. 

Other crops which may be u:-. 
ed for deferred seeding are bar¬ 
ley and oats for green feed 

The duck foot cultivator was 
found to be very satisfactory im 
plement for after-harvest and 
spring work in control of wild 
oats.

In older people growths in the 
nose cause irregular bleeding 
and the sooner the tumour is 
discovered and treatment begun 
the greater the chance of cure. 

So it is very important that 
all persons suffering front re- 
1 peated nose bleeds should be ex¬ 
amined by their doctor in order 
to find out the cause and to 
commence treatment before too 
much damage is done
